r IS A GREAT PITY that former prime minister 
Louis St. Laurent, who is remembered with deep 
rff^)ect and alTection by most Canadiais of v-oUng age 
sliouJd at this time publicly express his belief that 
Canada uould p:-uijably cease to exist within 10 years 
if Quebec bec^c uidependefit. 

Mr. St. Laurent’s warning, if that k what be 
intended it to be, is northing but a reotatenwnt of an 
argument that is nearly as old as r-j>n^ iuetf. an 
argument that has been used o\w and mer again 
whenever Quebec misbehaved itself within tbe 
national commonalty oi threatened to disrupt tte 
unity of the coanicy ca tome major or minor «—ie 
' It was ahvay-s used in tbe main to persuade 
Canadians that if Quebec wen not gwen what it 
wanted it would leave the Confederation and the 
remaining provinces wouki havY! no other altemathe 
lait to become pan cf the United States of America. 
The impression given by those wIm used this argument 
was that the cmly thing holding Canada back from 
this course was ^ French-spealditg (htnloce. 

Undoubtedly this argument had some validity at 
various times Canadi^ history'. But those times 
have now passed. 

Cniainly it would be e tragedy if Quebec became 
independent. But it would be Quebec’s tragedy rather 
than the rest of Canada's. There no kniger exists any 
logical reason to supftose that Canada without Quebec 
couM not survive as a viable and prosperous entity. 

The United States, with its vast racial {Hviblein. Hs 
broadening and sometimes violent social revolution, its 
entrapment in its miemational policies, no longer 
holds the great appeal it once mi^t have held for 
many Canadians. 

Surely it can no longer be suspected that citiaens 
of this country outside 0 ( Quebec are so weak-willed 
or purposeless that the;.’ w ould desert their way of life 
or their country if Quebec broke away from H. What 
kind of people ^ those who reason this w-ay think we 
of the other provinces are? \ 

Perhaps instead of telling Canadians that 
“Canada needs Quebec” Mr. St. Laurent should have 
told Quebeckers that Quebec needs Ca n a d a. Perhaps, 
too. it might have beer more to tbe point in the 
context of things that are if Prime Minister Trtideau 
had rewritten bis St. Jean Baptiste day speech which 
said: “Canada counts on the resources and dynamisn 
of French-speaking Canadians” to read “Quebec 
counts on the r eso ur c es and dynamism of non-Fifcnch- I 
speaking Canadians.” :
